••The instruction contained in 
Treasury decision 19.506, under 
the date of June 29, 1898. to the ef- 
fect there was no objection to the 
affixing by the bank of the requisite 
stamps to an unstamped check pre- 
sented for payment is hereby re- 
voked. 

"This instruction was given t 
meet an emergency immediatel 
preceding the taking effect of th 
stamp act on July I, 1S98, in order 
to obviate the necessity of returning 
by the banks thousands of unstamp- 
ed checks issued by drawers in ig- 
norance of the law. The law being 
now generally understood there is 
no further need of such permission.'

The following stat 
from a recent inter vie 
Goebel: 

••Well, permit me to say one word 
as to my attitude towards Bryan. 
I have made seventy-five speeches 
in Kentucky advocating the nomin- 
ation of Mr. Bryan in the coming 
national campaign, and I expect to 
make seventy-five more advocating 
the same thing. 

"Mr. Bryan is as much the nom- 
inee of the Kentucky Democratic 
Convention as I am. In fact, I be- 
lieve that he got a few more votes 
than I did. There was not one dis- 
senting voice where he was con- 
cerned, and in my case the result 
was for a time believed to be in 
doubt. Mr. Bryan received the 
unanimous indorsement of the con- 
vention for President. I received 
the votes of a majority of the dele- 
gates for Governor. The conven- 
tion was kind enough to make my 
nomination unanimous. Mr. Bryan's 
was unanimous from the beginning 
Unless I was honestly, earnestly 
and unalterably in favor of the 
nomination of Mr. Bryan for Presi- 
dent, there would be but one thing 
for me to do— resign the nomination 
for Governor. I don't expect to do 
that. I expect to be elected in 1899

Woman Suffrage. 

The following is the petition 
which the Archbishop of Canterbury 
recently has signed, his name being 
one of a very distinguished list: 

"Your petitioners hold that the 
recognition of the full rights of wo- 
men as capable citizens is essential 
to the establishmentof social justice 
and to the wise and efficient govern- 
ment of the country. Wherefore 
your petitioners humbly pray that 
your honorable House will pass a 
measure securing to women the 
right of voting for members of Par- 
iamenton the same terms on which 
that right is or may be exercised 
by men. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury is 
the highest dignitary of the Church 
of England. He is the Primate of 
all England, has a prominent plai 
in the House of Lords, and by immo- 
rial usage he presides at the corona- 
tion of kings and queens, and places 
the crown on the head of the sover 
eign. Many conservative Episco- 
pal clergymen will shudder at the 
action of the Archbishop in signing 
oman suffrage petition. The 
Episcopal, as well as the Methodist 
and Catholic Bishops, are divided 
on this question, just as they used 
to be on that of human slavery.

Diseases of Chickens. 

Chickens, like all animated na- 
ture, are subject to afflictions, 
which we call sickness. And like 
all other effects, each and every 
effect has its cause. 

Poultry is heir to many ills, and 
at this season of the year, we, i 
the North, have more trouble than 
at any other season ot the year. 
This I believe to be caused by lice. 
I have had many years of experi- 
ence with poultry, both thorough- 
bred stock, and the common fowls. 
I perhaps am justly entitled to the 
le of "crank," but I can not help 
it. What I have learned by ex- 
perience I can not discord, and my 
own experience has been, that 
fowls which are free from lice at 
this season of the year are healthy. 
I say healthy, because I have never 
seen a diseased fowl at this season 
of the year that was free from lice. 

Many a fine bird has given up 
he "ghost" and died, with noother 
:ause than that the lice had so 
preyed upon it, that its vitality was 
reduced it could not digest iti 
food, even if it had had the neces 
sary food by it. This I know some 
people will readily doubt, but stop 
and reflect for one m'

I am going to assert 
igat Were, that if you will go tg the 
pains to examine one hundred 
poultry yards and the flocks they 
contain, you will find lice in ninety- 
of that one hundred yards. 

I am going to make it still 
"cranky" and say look real 
and not one is entirely free 
from vermin. 

Well, you say what is to be done? 
If all a)iave lice how are we to avoid 
t in our yards? We can't. All 
ve can do, is to watch this matter 
closely, and do all in our power to 
abate the trouble. Lice multiply 
by the million when they get a good 
start, and I have found the greatest 
relief in whitewash and coal oil. 
Thoroughly whitewash every part 
of tin hen house, and do not do it 
sparingly, but liberally, and 1 pre- 
fer putting it on as near boiling hot 
possible. Give your house such 
coating each of the summer 
months, and once a week during 
the hot weather give the perches 
a coat of coal oil. In colder 
weather these vermin are not so 
bad to control and less attention 
will do, but for hot weather you can 
not go for the pests too hard or too 
often. 

Keep your poultry free from lice 
(or nearly so) anddjwill venture 
that your poultry will be very free 

jm disease. 

Do not inbreed. do not starve 
ur fowls, do not let them suffer 
r water, do not expect something 
r nothing, and remember the best 
none too good.

A Bird's Peculiar Choice. 

A strange nesting place was that 
once selected by a swallow. At 
Corton, Lowestoft, England, Mr. 
Russel Coleman discovered a swal- 
low's nest, with young birds in it, 
on the revolving part of the ma- 
chinery of a common windmill. 

The particular part chosen was 
the "wallomer," the outer edge of 
one of the wheels. The revolutions 
averaged 30 a minute, and Mr. Colo- 
man estimated that in that time the 
nest traveled about 180 feet. The 
young birds would certainly be ex- 
perienced travelers before they left 
such a nest. 

The mother bird, when sitting, 
usually traveled tail foremost, and 
when she entered or left the mill 
she had to make use of the hole 
through which the laying shaft pro- 
jected. To do this it was necessary 
for her to dodge the sails, w hich 
were, of course, hung close to the 
wall of the mill. 

When the croaking and shaking 
of the machinery of a windmill is 
taken into account, one can hardly 
fail to be struck with the peculiar 
taste of the bird that chose such 
an apparently uncongenial spot in 
which to rear her young. 



Lafayette's Pose. 

In her book, "The Home of the 
Lafayettes," Miss Edith Sichel nar- 
rates the following anecdote of the 
friend of Washington and America:
